We received last evening by the fast 
sailing ship Tbiton, captain Bus-ey, from 
Liverpool, London papers to tbe 22d.

All probability of an immediate war be¬ 
tween any of the powers of Europe seem- 
qd to he at an end.

“Some yearv since a young man by the 
unnie of Brown was cast into the prison in 
this city for debt. His manners were in¬ 
teresting. His fine dark eyes bi anted so 
much intelligence, his lively coun!cnnme< 
expressed so much ingenuousness, that I 
was induced, contrary to my umal rule, to 
seek hts acquaintance. Companion* in 
misery soon became attached to each other. 

Brown was informed that one of his 
creditors would not consent t« his discharge; 
that lie had abused him very much (as is 
usual in such eases,) and made a solemn 
oath to keep him io pa' I “tilt he rotted ” 

I watched Brown’s cuyntenonce when he 
received this information; mid whether it 
was fancy or not, I cannot say, but I 
thought I saw the cheering spirit of hope 
in ihat moment desert hint forever. 

Nothing gave Brown pleasure but the 
Jatly visit of bis amiable wife. By the help 
of e kind relation, she was able to give him 
sometimes soup, wine and fruit; and every
